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w Crathie Church. Tin’s church is of interest from 
2 its association with Queen Victoria, who laid its Foun- 
< dation Stone. It is built of light grey granite. The 
^ interior contains a beautiful stained glass window (in 
j memory of the Duchess of Kent, Princess Alice, and 
2 the Grand Duke of Hesse) also a handsome granite 
9 pulpit inlaid with pebbles collected by Princess Louise. 
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
